NEOTS  :  Population  3,081  ;  Inhalhted  Houses, 
830  ;  Eamilies,  832.  EYNESBURY'  :  Population,  1,296  ;  Inhabited 
Houses,  323  ;  Families,  323. 

The  shortage  of  houses  is  very  acute.  Often  there  are  fifty  or  more 
applicants  for  a  vacant  house. 

Many  of  the  old  houses  are  sadly  in  need  of  repair,  and  several 
do  not  comply  with  a  reasonable  standard. 

No  new  houses  have  been  built  and  no  old  houses  demolished  during 
the  year. 

The  chief  industries  are  Agriculture  and  Market  Gardening.  There 
are  also  Malt  Extract  IVorks,  Motor  4Vorks,  Flour  Mills  and  a  Paper 
Mill. 

BIRTHS. — 48  male  and  41  female,  total  89,  were  registered  during 
1944.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  18.1  per  1000.  The  birtli-rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  17.6  per  l,if0d  Still  births,  1  male  and 
1  female. 


DKATHS. — 1(1  male  and  27  female  deaths  were  reg’islered  diirfn^ 
the  year,  giving  a  dealh-rate  of  18.01  per  1,000.  Nine  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  (males  8  and  females  1)  occurred.  One 
was  illegitimate.

TUBEKCULOSIS. — During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1011, 
4  cases  of  respiratory  and  8  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
notified. 


On  31st  December,  1911,  28  cases  of  re.spiratory  (17  inMes  a,nd  II 
females)  and  48  non-respiratory  tuberculo.sis  (2a  males  and  28  females), 
making  a  tolal  of  7i),  were  on  the  register. 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  tuberculosis  case.s 
noiilied  during  the  war  time. 

DIPHTHEIHA  IMMUNISATION.— During  the  year  ending  31st  Dec., 
1011,  altogether  thirty-six  children  under  live  years  of  age  (28  by  C.C. 
and  18  by  me),  and  live  children  over  five  but  under  fifteen  years  of 
age  (by  C.C.),  making  a  total  of  FORl'Y-ONE,  have  been  immunised. 
In  addition  to  these,  some  children  have  been  immunised  by  their  own 
vloctors.  I  have  no  record  of  these.. 


The  estimated  number  of  children  in  the  district  is  ; — Age  group 
0 — 4  inclusive,  390  ;  age  group  5 — 11  (inclusive),  708.  I  believe 
that  over  80  per  cent,  of  the  children  in  this  district  are  now  immunised. 

No  case  of  Dijrhtheria  was  notilied  during  the  year  ending  ,81st 
December  1911.  The  last  case  of  Diphtheria  uatilied  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  was  on  ,Tune  8th,  1912.

— Great  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge. 

— A  splendid  amlmlance  wagon  (the 
gift  of  J.  Rayns  Smith,  Esq.)  is  kept  at  the  Council’s  Headquarters, 
Another  Ambulance  is  available  (this  is  the  property  of  the  Red  Cross).

WATER  SUPPLY. — Both  the  Parishes  of  St.  Neots  and  Eynesbury 
are  supplied  (Public  Supply)  from  the  same  source,  namely  from  two 
shallow  wells  sunk  in  gravel.  The  water  is  pumped  from  two  pump¬ 
ing  stations  direct  into  the  supply  mains,  although  a  small  reservoir 
helps  to  conserve  a  certain  amount  of  reserve  in  case  of  necessity. 

Partial  failure  of  the  supply  occurred  on  two  or  three  occasions, 
but  due  to  an  emergency  well  being  sunk  to  augment  the  existing 
supply  The  failures  were  not  serious.  The  partial  failure  was  no  doubt 
due  to  the  abnormal  low  rainfall  experienced  during  the  year. 

The  quality  of  the  water  and  the  analysis  is  satisfactory.

In  spite  of  the  low  rainfall  St.  Neots  has  never  been  without  water, 
but  great  care  and  economy  has  been  necessary.  Several  bacteriological 
examinations  have  been  made  of  the  Town  Supply  by  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge.

I  found  a  stre.am 
of  foul  water  about  forty  yards  long  and  twelve  or  more  inches  wide 
on  the  East  side  of  Huntingdon  Street,  which  started  just  outside  the 
Rev.  Knights’  house  and  Hows  to  the  North.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  this  is  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  health. 

In  addition  to  this,  should  it  (as  is  not  unlikely)  become  frozen, 
it  would  be  very  dangerous,  and  I  imagine  that  if  any  jierson  slipped 
anti  fell,  lireaking  a  limb,  this  Council  might  he  liahie  for  knowingly 
permitting  such  a  state  to  exist.

There  is  an 
extraordinary  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  Coliform  Bacilli 
found  by  Dr.  Greenljerg  on  7-1-44  and  by  the  E.P.H.  I.al).  on  19-1-44. 
Dr.  Greenberg  :  “  Coliform  Organisms  absent  in  100  mis.” 

The  E.P.H.  Lab.  :  “Probable  number  of  Coliform  Bacilli  is 
GO  per  100  mis.” 

I  think  it  would  be  wise  for  me  to  submit  further  samples  for 
Bacteriological  Examination  before  proceeding  further.
